The slogan of “Making Motherhood Safe for 
Mothers” has been sponsered by many national organiza- 
tions. AS the need for definite effort was impressed upon 


the public mind, carefully ar- 
ranged programs have been set 
in. motion by groups such as the 
American Legion, Rotary, Ki- 
wéanis, and Lions Clubs, civic or-

Everett Colby Takes 
Up Moderation Cause

HADES of Prohibition! Here 
comes the Council] of Moder- 
ation, headed by Everett Colby, 
the eminent New York lawyer, to 
bring up once more some of the 
problems of how to conduct our- 
selves. According to Mr. Colby 
and Clarence Darrow, another 


first-line lawyer, Repeal has not. 


been the financial success it was 
sv pposed to be. They say that in 
order for the government to real- 
ize all the high tax return 
planned it would have to keep all 
its citizens drunk almost twenty- 
four hours a day. 


Whether this statement was 
meant as a joke or tax returns 
from liquor have really been dis- 
appointing, there is no doubt 
about Mr. Colby’s intentions. 
He has always been a progres- 
sive, and now he begins what he 
calls a ten-year educational 
campaign toward moderation. 
The idea of the organization is 
to achieve temperance through 
education, and not legislation. 


This is not the first time he 
has been identified with reform- 
ing groups, although militant 
methods and “father, dear father, 
come home with me now” themes 
do not go with his makeup.. He 
stepped from his law cocoon in 
1905 when he ran against a 
strong Republican outfit in West 
Orange, New Jersey and won out. 
He went to the Legislature and 
performed faithful and steady 
service for his state. 


Those were the days of the 
initiative. referendum, and re- 
caH, workmen’s compensation, 
direct: election of Senators, and 
woman suffrage. In the van, as 
always, Colby played a conspicu- 
ous part in furthering all of these 
platforms. He was a follower of 
Woodrow Wilson’s attempt to 
make ‘the world legally safe for 
Gemocracy. When this idea was 
pretty much shelved, he wrote a 
book about the inefficacy of legal 
compulsions. 

Notwithstanding his doubt on 
legal peace-making, Mr. Colby is 
still an ardent champion of the 
World Court, and he has had his 
brilliant say on the subject for 
the past ten years. 

He attended the war as a pri- 
vate in the Tank Corps, and came 
out of it a major—no small feat, 
as all veterans will admit. His 
background is of the blue-stock- 
inged variety. and his daughter is 
the wife of W. R. Vanderbilt.

Noses In Sun

UR poor noses always get the 

worst of it. If we are not 
complaining about their size, 
shape, or shininess we are hav- 
ing other troubles. For one thing 
they are always getting sunburn- 
ed or freckled. They stick out 
further than the rest of your 
features, so they are usually the 
first part of you to be blistered 
and peeled. What should you do? 
You had better protect your nose 
everytime you go out into the 
sun. 

Improve the texture of the 
skin on your nose first. This is 
very important when warm 
weather is definitely underway. 
You perspire much more than 
usual, and the pores are apt to 
become large and relaxed. 
Everyone knows that relaxed 
pores lead to excessive oiliness 
and even blackheads. 

Scrubbing is the best remedy 
for lazy 
pores. Use a 
soap that 
lathers freely 
without irri - 
tating your 
skin, a com- 
plexion brush 
with not-too- 
stiff bristles 
andtepid, 
soft water. 
Use water 
that is quite 
warm to re- 
lax the pores 
and soften 
the deposits 
and then scrub gently with the 
brush and lather. 

Rinse in warm water to re- 
move every trace of soap and 
dirt, then in very cold water, 
Use an astringent to tighten the 
pores. This is a very important 
step, if you do not want the 
pores to fill up with dust and oil 
and become worse than they 
were to begin with. 

Pat the cold astringent on with 
a pad of cotton, that has been 
squeezed out of ice water. This 
will stimulate the circulation 
and tone the skin to prevent 
oiliness. 

When you apply your daytime 
make-up before going out, use a 
powder base. One of the powder 
lotions if your skin tends toward 
oiliness, a cream or a light film 
of suntan oil if you are dry skin- 
ned. Dust your powder on liber- 
ally, then remove the excess with 
a piece of clean cotton. 

These rather simple precau- 
tions will prevent a shiny, blem- 
ished nose and will insure you 
against one that is sunburned 
out of proportion to the rest: of 
your face.

Cut up the pulp of 
two oranges, removing all mem- 
branes, and add to the mixture.

Pour one-fourth cup cold wat- 
er into a bowl and sprinkle in 
one tablespoon gelatine. Add two 
tablespoons brown sugar and one 
cup hot canned pineapple juice. 
Stir until the gelatin is dissolved. 
Add one-fourth cup mild vinegar 
and one-fourth teaspoon paprika. 
Cool and when beginning to 
thicken add two cups of cold 
boiled hem, diced, and one-half 
cup canned pineapple cut into 
small pieces. Rinse small molds 
in cold water and fill with the 
jellied mixture. Chill thoroughly. 
When firm, unmold on rings of 
canned pineapple. 

Vegetable Salad 

Soften two tablespoons gela- 
tine in one-half cup cold water 
and dissolve in two cups boiling 
water. Add two tablespoons sug- 
ar, one-third cup vinegar, three 
tablespoons lemon juice and one 
teaspoon salt. Chill until the 
mixture begins to thicken, then 
fold in one cup shredded carrots, 
one cup shredded celery, one cup 
cooked peas and one teaspoon 
minced chives or onion. Garnish 
the bottom and sides of a ring 
mold with scalloped rounds of 
cucumber and carrot. Add the 
jellied mixture a little at a time 
with a spoon until the mold is 
filled. Chill until firm, unmold 
and fill the center with crisp let- 
tuce cups filled with mayonnaise. 

Chocolate Drops 


These are so good and easy to 
make that we couldn’t resist giv- 
ing you the recipe here. Melt one 
square of unsweetened chocolate 
over hot water, add two-thirds 
cup sweetened condensed milk 
and blend thoroughly.

The point I am trying to 
bring home is that it is perfectly 
possible for some girls to marry 
and just as impossible to keep 
others single.

Any girl would be a 
fool to refuse to také a chance 
of happiness with a thirty-five- 
year-old bachelor.
